SANTA CLAUS 


While the idea and ideals of the 


Santa CL&us who will visit Gettysburg 
boys and girls on Tuesday raorr.ing- are 
known to be much oldtr than Christ- 
mas, and in fact goes back to the age 
of the ancient Greek gods, Santa 
Clans as children of today know him 
is essentially an American creation 
and conception. It is from the Ur.it- , 
ed States that the custom of giving 
presents on December 25 has spread, • 
until now Christians and pagans, 
Jews and Gentiles all over the world 
observe it as a festive day by dis- 
tributing gifts. 


Apollo, the Greek god, is given as 


the remotest 
ancestor of Santa 


Claus by Dr. Brandretii Symonds, of 
New York, who has made an ex- ( 
haustive study of the Claus faniiiy 
tree. 


Apollo survived as a festive patron 


saint even after the advent of Chris- 
tianity in the coarse of time, says 
I>T. Symonds. 


Apollo became St. Nicholas. The 


name is Greek—Nikolaos—and means • 
"he who wins victory for the people." 
He was said to have been born in 
Patara. The time of his reputed . 
birth was some 2.<H»0 years after the ' 
Dorian Greeks had carried the old 
Apollo to the Lycian coast. 
St. 


Nicholas was said to have been the 
first Archbishop of Myra, a town 
some five or six miles from Patara. 
and also to have been present at the 
General Council which was convoked 
by Constantine at Nicaea in 325 A. 
D. 
There are extant lists of The 


members of that General Council, 
and none of them mentions St. 
Nicholas as among those present. 
Our first definite knowledge of St. 
Nicholas is about 200 years later, 
when the Emperor Justinian built a i 
church in Constantinople, "wnich he 
dedicated to St. Prisca's and St. 
Nicholas.

Most Popular Saint 


From the time when we first get 


definite sight of him, down to the 
present day. St. Nicholas has had 
two festivals: One on December 6. 
tbe other on May 9. the day of the 
Thargelia, the great festival of 
Apollo. Like the old pagan god. St. 
Nicholas has always been a most be-, 
nign saint, patron of mariners, trav- • 
elers, children and virgins. And 
also, like Apollo, he acquired a wide 
popularity. Dr. Symonds says that 
up to two centuries ago. perhaps 
even later, St. Nicholas was the most 
popular saint in Christendom.
